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Challenge  Tradition.

The  world  owes  most  to  the  men,  gicat 
and  small,  who  in  the  name  of  truth  have 
dared    to  challenge   tradition. 

The  leaning  tower  of  Pisa,  Italy, 
stands  173  feet  high,  of  beautiful  archi- 
tectural design,  but  through  q  fault  in 
its  foundations,  it  leans  13  feet  from  the 
vertical.  From  the  top  of  the  tower,  as 
every  school  boy  knows,  Galileo  dropped 
stones  of  different  sizes  and  found  that 
they  reached  the  ground  at  the  same 
time.  This  did  away  with  the  teaching 
of  centuries  that  a  heavy  body  falls 
through  space  more  rapidly  than  a  light 
one.  We  now  know  that  gravity  acts 
alike  uopn  all  particles  of  matter.  A 
feather  falls,  more  slowly  onlv  because 
in  proportion  to  its  weight  it  offers  a  large 
surface  to  the  resistance  of  the  air. 

Courageously  and  intelligently-  Galileo 
applied  the  test  of  truth  to  other  well- 
known  traditions  and  showed  rhem  to  be

As  I  have  before  remarked,  man  is  a 
candidate  for  a  series  of  progressive 
changes,  all  tending  to  develop  hi^  intel- 
lectual and  physical  faculties,  to  expand 
his  mind,  and  to  enlarge  his  sphere  oi 
action  and  consequent  usefulness  and 
happiness. 

He  begins  his  physical,  or  rudimental, 
fleshly  career  by  descending  be  tow  all 
things  He  has  at  his  birth  le>s  power 
of  locomotion,  or  even  instinct,  than  other 
animals. 

His  powers  of  motion  are  so  very 
limited,  that  for  several  months  he  is  en- 
tirely unable  to  change  his  locality. 
Wherever    he    is    placed,    there    he    must 
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erroneous.  For  his  pains  he  was  im- 
prisoned and  dishonoured  by  the  tradition- 
bound  leaders  of  the  day.  But,  his  work 
has  become  the  foundation  of  our  rational 
study  of  the  universe.  From  Galileo  do 
we  commonlv  date  the  beginning  of 
modern  science.  Pisa  and  Florence,  the 
cities  in  which  he  spent  most  of  his  life, 
vie  with  each  other  to  do  his  memory 
honour. 

In  the  public  square  of  Genua,  120 
miles  north  of  Pisa,  stands  a  heroic 
monument  to  Christopher  Columbus,  one 
of  the  finest  in  Europe.  Columbus  spent 
the  years  of  his  young  manhood  in  Genoa, 
and  dreamed  his  great  dreams  there.  A 
few  miles  northward,  a  little  village  puffs 
and  blows  because  in  it  Columbus  was 
born.  Yet,     when     he     challenged     the 

geographical  tradition  of  his  day,  he  was 
scorned  by  his  compatriots ;  and  even 
when  he  had  discovered  America,  jealousy 
and  misunderstanding  landed  him  in  pri- 
son and  left  him  broken-hearted.  Never- 
theless, the  great  era  of  geographical 
exploration  and  discovery  may  well  be 
dated  from  Columbus. 

The  history  of  human  progress  is  in- 
deed but  the  story  of  the  men  who  have 
loved  truth  above  all  else,  and  who  have 
refused  to  be  coerced  by  unsupported 
traditions,  however  powerful'  its  advo- 
cates have  been. 

This  is  a  well-known  thought  to  Latter- 
day  Saints,  but  one  that  never  grows 
old.  The  whole  message  of  the  restored 
Gospel  is  contained  in  its  call  to  the 
banner  of  truth.  The  light  of  truth 
must  guide  every  human  being  if  safety 
of  body  and  soul  is  desired.  To  follow 
another  person,  thoughtlessly  and  in 
darkness  is  unworthy  of  intelligent  man, 
and    usually    leads    to    disaster.  Only 

upon  the  basis  of  spiritual  as  well  as 
physical  truth  can  the  world  gain  its 
heart's  desires. 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  pleads  with  all  men  to  test 
the  traditions  of  their  lives  by  the  mea- 
sure of  truth  ;  to  investigate  for  them- 
selves (he  accuracy  of  the  beliefs  which 
have  been  taught  them  ;  and  to  make 
truth  their  supreme  des;re.  If  that  be 
done,  *"he  truth  of  the  restored  Gospel 
will  of  necessity  become  established  in 
the  hearts  of  men.

remain  until  removed  by  the  agency  of 
others.  He  can  hardly  be  said  to  have 
a  will,  or,  at  least,  it  is  so  undeveloped 
as  scarcely  to  manifest  itself  by  any 
effort  beyond  the  movement  of  some  por- 
tion of  his  members.  While  he  remains 
in  this  state  of  mental  inability  and 
physical  helplessness,  a  casual  observer, 
entirely  unacquainted  with  his  progress 
and  destiny,  might  very  naturally  con- 
clude that  this  was  the  climax  of  his 
maturity,  the  natural  sphere  of  his  eter- 
nal existence. 

A  few  months,  however,  develop  a 
marked  change,  he  begins  to  learn  the 
use  and  put  forth  the  powers  of  his  will. 
The  body,  developed  in  a  commensurate 
degree,  is  able  to  obey  that  will.  Thus 
commences       locomotion  The       child 

crawls  or  creeps  about  the  floor,  explores 
the  little  world — that  is  to  say,  the  room 
— where  he  resides,  or  the  adjoining 
apartment,  becomes  familiar  with  its 
dimensions,  bearings  and  contents,  and 
recognizes  his  associates  or  fellow  citizens 
of  the  same  little  world.  Then  he  becomes 
familiar  with  the  science  of  geograpny 
and  of  history,  if  I  may  so  call  it,  in  his 
little  world- 
Prompted  by  curiosity,  he  may,  per- 
haps, cast  an  occasional  glance  beyond 
the  limits  of  his  own  abode.  He  may 
contemplate  a  building  or  landscape  on 
the  other  side  of  the  street  or  field,  but 
with  much  of  the  same  feeling  as  a  man, 
more  matured,  casts  his  eyes  to  the 
distant  planets.  He  concludes  that  these 
distant  objects  are  entirely  beyond  the 
reach  of  his  powers  of  locomotion. 

In  a  short  time,  however,  his  faculties, 
still  expanding,  develop  new  and  increas- 
ing energies.  He  conceives  "  big 
thoughts."  He  even  thinks  of  dis- 
pensing with  his  plodding,  creeping 
manner  of  locomotion,  and  of  trying  to 
stand  upright,  and  even  makes  a  first 
undertaking.  He  hesitates,  doubts, 
fears,  hopes  till  finally,  being  cheered 
onward  in  his  career  by  his  parents  or 
his  nurse  he  makes  the  attempt.  After 
several  falls,  failures,  and  disappoint- 
ments, he  at  length  succeeds  in  walking 
two  or  three  steps.        O,  what  a  triumph 
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in    his    powers    of    locomotion !  Ke    is 

cheered,  embraced,  overwhelmed,  by 
those  who  have  been  watching  his  pro- 
gress and  encouraging  Him,  until,  over- 
come and  carried  away  by  an  ecstasy  of 
transport,  he  falls,  blushing,  smiling  and 
exulting  into  the  arms  held  out  ior  his 
reception.  Ele  dreams  not  of  a  higher 
attairiment  He  is  now,  in  his  own 
estimation,  at  the  very  highest  pinnacle 
of  human  development. 

Improving  in  his  new  mode  of  locomo- 
tion, he  soon  runs  about  the  yard,  along 
the  street,  through  the  field,  makes  new 
discoveries,  sees  new  habitations,  en- 
larges his  geographical  knowledge,  and 
begins  to  conceive  the  probability  that 
his  views  have  been  too>  narrow,  and  that 
there  may  be  a  bigger  world,  more  people, 
and  more  buildings  than  were  dreamed 
of   in   his  philosophy. 

In  a  few  years  he  may  become  familiar 
with  the  geography  and  history  of  the 
island  or  continent  on  which  he  lives.  He 
may  even  begin  to  aspire  after  the  know- 
ledge of  other  climes,  and  to>  conceive  or 
conjecture  that  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
almost  infinite  expanse  of  waters,  things 
and  beings  may  exist  after  the  similitude 
of  his  own  sphere.  He  longs  to  over- 
come the  physical  barriers  which  confine 
him  in  so  limited  a  sphere,  and  thus 
enlarge  his  acquaintance,  his  social  feel- 
ings, his  friendship,  his  affections  and  his 
scientific   knowledge. 

So  boundless  and  varied  is  the  field, 
so  complicated  are  the  obstacles  to  be 
surmounted.  SO'  vast  the  preparations, 
improvements  and  inventions  to  be 
brought  into  requisition,  that  after  ages 
and  generations  have  exhausted  their 
energies,  much  is  still  left  to  be  done, 
much  which  can  only  be  done  by  the  pro- 
gress and  extension  of  those  modern 
triumphs  of  art  by  which  the  elements, 
the  fire,  the  wind,  the  water,  the  light- 
ning, submit  to<  the  control  of  man,  and 
become  his  chariot,  his  bearer  of  dis- 
patches. By  these  means  the  globe  we 
occupy  will  soon  be  explored,  the  limits, 
the  boundaries  and  resources  of  every 
dark  corner  be  clearly  defined  and  under- 
stood. 

Man  already  moves  over  the  surface  of 
the  earth  at  the  rate  of  fifty,  sixty  and 
even  ninety  miles  per  hour,   and  still  he 


aspires.  lie  contemplate*  ma'dng  the 
an  his  chariot,  ami  waiting  mi. 
inrough  the  open  firmament  at  tin.  rale  ul 
perhaps  a  thousand  mile*  per  hour.  Sup- 
pose he  attains  to  tins,  v.  ha;  then?  Will 
ihe  great,  the  minute  principle  within 
him  be  satisfied?  No.  He  hits  his  eyes 
to  the  contemplation  n,  tnose  myi  iads  of 
shining   orb.-,   on   (ugh.  He    knows    by 

actual  admeasurement  that  some  of  them 
are  much  larger  than  the  planet  he 
occupies.  He  also  knows  by  analogy 
that  eternal  riches  are  there  ;  that  a 
boundless  store  of  element  and  resource  s 
is  there ;  that  they  are  treasured  there 
for  the  use,  comfort,  convenience  and  en- 
joyment o(  intellectual  and  physical 
beings — beings,  for  aught  he  knows,  of 
his  own  species,  and  connected  with  him 
by  kindred  ties,  or  by  the  law  of  uni- 
versal sympathy  and  affection.  He  has 
reason  to  believe  that  there  are  gold  and 
silver,  that  there  are  precious  stones, 
and  houses,  and  cities,  and  gardens. 
That  there  are  walks  of  pleasure,  aivi 
fountains,  forests,  brooks  and  rivers  of 
delight ;  that  there  are  bosoms  fraught 
with  life  and  joy,  and  swelling  with  all 
the  tender  sensibilities  of  a  pure  holy 
and  never-ending  affection. 

Why,  then,  should  his  aspirations  not 
reach  forth,  his  mind  expand,  his  bosom 
swell,  and  his  heart  beat  with  the  bound- 
less, fathomless,  infinitude  of  thought,  of 
feeling  and  of  love.  Why  not  be  noble 
and  boundless  in  charitv,  like  the  God 
whom  he  calls  his  Father?  Wh\  does 
he  not  rise  from  his  groveling  sphere  in 
the  small  island,  which  floats  in  the  ocean 
ol  space  as  a  little  speck  amid  the  num- 
berless shining  orbs?  The  reason  is 
obvious  ;  it  is  not  for  the  want  of  noble 
aspirations ;  it  is  not  for  the  want  of 
grand  conceptions ;  it  is  not  for  the  lack 
of  will.  It  is  because  the  body  is 
chained,  imprisoned,  confined  here  by  the 
operation  or  attraction  of  suroun'ding  ele- 
ments which  man  has  not  yet  discovered 
the  means  to  control.  It  may  be  said 
that  the  powers  of  earth  enslave  him  and 
chain  him  down  beyond  the  possibility 
or  hope  of  escape. 

R.eader,  in  order  to  illustrate  this 
subject,  try  an  experiment  on  your 
own  physical  and  mental  powers.  For 
instance,    will   your  arm   to  move,   and   it 
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will  instantly  obey  you.  Will  your  body 
to  go  thur  miles,  and  it  will  obey  you 
as  fast  as  it  can,  perhaps  in  one  hour  it 
will  have  accomplished  the  jouiney 
assigned   to  it  by  your  will. 

But  tie  your  hand  behind  you  and  then 
v  ill  it  to  move  up  and  down,  forward  and 
backward,  and  it  will  make  the  effort  to 
obey  you.  but  cannot  because  it  is  con- 
fined. Chain  your  body  in  a  dungeon, 
bolt  and  bar  the  door,  and  will  it  to  a 
Certain  place,  and  it  will  not  obey  you, 
because    it   is   physically    incapable. 

Unchain  this  body,  provide  the  means 
of  conveyance  at  the  rate  of  a  mile  per 
minute;  the  body,  at  the  bidding  of  the 
will,  will  then  go  the  three  miles  in  three 
minutes. 

Now,  if  it  were  possible  to>  overcome 
the  resisting  elements  so  as  to  increase 
the  speed  of  conveyance  of  your  body, 
that  is,  if  there  were  no  resisting  element 
to  be  overcome,  your  will  might  dictate 
and  your  body  would  move  through  actual 
space  with  the  speed  of  light  and  elec- 
tricity. There  is  no  apparent  limit  to 
the  speed  attainment  by  the  body  when 
unchained,  set  free  from  the  elements 
which    now    enslave    it,    and   dictatea    by 

the  will. 

"  The    lightning    on    its    wirj     way    would' 

lag  behind, 

The  tun-ray  drag  its  tardy  length  along." 
This  immense  velocity  of  locomotion, 
as  applied  to  a  body  of  flesh  and  bones, 
or  of  material  elements,  may,  at  first 
thought,  strike  the  mind  as  being  con- 
trary to  the  known  laws  of  physical 
motion. 

But  let  it  be  recollected  that  the  vast 
earth  on  which  we  dwell,  with  all  its 
weight  and  bulk,  its  cities,  animals  and 
intelligences,  moves  through  actual  space 
at  the  astonishing  velocity  of  eighteen 
miles  per  second,  one  thousand  and 
eighty  miles  per  minute,  or  sixty-four 
thousand  eight  hundred  miles  per  hour. 
If  so  vast  a  bulk  of  gross,  and  in  a 
great  measure  inanimate  matter,  can 
move  through  space  at  a  rate  of  speed  so 
inconceivably  great,  how  easily  we  can 
conceive  the  probability  of  vastly  in- 
creased powers  of  locomotion  on  the  part 
of  animate  bodies  released  from  their 
earthly  prison,  quickened  by  superior  and 
celestial  element,  dictated  by  an  indepen- 


dent, inherent  principle  called  the  will, 
and  urged  onward  by  the  promptings  of 
the  eternal,  infinite  mind  and  eftections, 
in  their  aspirations  for  knowledge  and 
enjoyment. 

A  corporeal,  human  body,  raised  from 
the  dead  and  quickned  by  elements  so 
refined,  so  full  of  life  and  motion,  so  pure 
and  so  free  from  the  influences,  control 
or  attractions  of  more  gross  elements, 
will,  like  the  risen  Jesus,  ascend  and  de- 
scend at  will  and  with  a  speed  nearly 
instantaneous. 

Let  us  pause  and  contemplate  for  a 
moment  such  a  being  taking  leave  of  the 
confines  of  the  earth,  and  sea,  and 
clouds,  and  air,  with  all  their  dark  and 
gloomy    shadows.  Behold    him    as    he 

speeds  his  way  on  the  upper  deep,  and 
launches  forth  in  the  clear  and  boundless 
expanse  bespangled  with  millions  of  re- 
splendent   orbs. 

He  calculates  his  distance  and  regulates 
his  course  by  observing  the  relative  posi- 
tion of  those  most  familiar  to  him,  and, 
soaring  upwards  still,  his  bosom  swells 
with  an  unutterable  and  overwhelming 
sensation  of  the  infinitude  of  his  own 
eternal  being  and  of  all  around,  above, 
below  him,  till,  unable  to  contain  his 
gratitude,  and  joy,  and  exultation,  he 
breaks  forth  in  the  language  of  a  cele- 
brated British  poet,  and  sings  as  he  flies  : 

"  Heaven's  broad  day  has  o'er  me  broken, 
Far  above   earth's   span   of   sky! 
Ana  I  dead?       Nay,  by  this  token, 
Know  that  I  have  ceased  to  die !  " 

Planets  will  be  visited,  messages  com- 
municated, acquaintances  and  friendships 
formed,  and  the  sciences  vastly  extended 
and  cultivated. 

The  science  of  geography  will  then  be 
extended  to  millions  of  worlds,  and  will 
embrace  a  knowledge  of  their  physical 
features  and  boundaries,  their  resources, 
mineral  and  vegetable,  their  rivers,  lakes, 
seas,  continents  and  islands,  the  attain- 
ments of  their  inhabitants  in  the  science 
of  government,  their  progress  in  revealed 
religion,  their  employments,  dress,  man- 
ners, customs,  etc.  The  science  of 
astronomy  will  also  be  enlarged  in  pro- 
portion to  the  means  of  knowledge. 
System  after  system  will  rise  to  view 
in  the  vast  field  of  research  and 
exploration  !  Vast  systems  of  suns  and 
their  attendant  worlds,  on  which  the  eyes 
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of  Adam's  race,  in  their  rudi  mental 
sphere,  have  never  gazed,  vvili  then  be 
contemplated,  circumscribed,  weighed  in 
the  balance  of  human  thought,  their  cir- 
cumference and  diameter  be  ascertained, 
their  relative  distances  understood.  Their 
motions  and  revolutions,  their  times  and 
laws,  their  hours,  days,  weeks,  sabbaths, 
months,  years,  jubilees,  centuries,  millen- 
niums, and  eternities,  will  .ill  be  told 
in  the  volumes  of  science. 

The  science  of  history  will  embrace  the 
vast  "  univerceelum  "  of  the  past  and 
present.  It  will,  in  its  vast  compila- 
tions, embrace  and  include  all  nations,  all 
ages,  and  all  generations ;  all  the  plane- 
tary systems  in  all  their  varied  progress 
and  changes,  in  all  their  productions  and 
attributes. 

It  will  trace  our  race  in  all  its  succes- 
sive emigrations,  colonies,  states,  king- 
doms and  empires ;  from  their  first 
existence  on  the  great,  central,  govern- 
ing planet,  or  sun,  called  Kolob,  until 
they  are  increased  without  number,  and 
widely  dispersed  and  transplanted  from 
one  planet  to  another,  until  occupying  the 
very  confines  of  infinitude,  the  mind  of 
immortal,  eternal  man,  is  absorbed,  over- 
whelmed, wearied  with  the  vastness,  the 
boundless  expanse  of  historic  fact,  and 
compelled  to  return  and  retire  itself  for 
refreshment,   rest  and  renewed  vigour. 

Next  in  order  will  be  the  field  of  pro- 
phetic science.  The  spirit  of  prophecy 
will  be  poured  upon  the  immortal  mind, 
till,  from  seeing  in  part,  and  knowing  in 
part,  man  will  be  able  to  gaze  upon  a 
boundless  prospective,  a  future  of  still 
increasing  glory,  knowledge,  light,  love, 
might,  majesty,  power  and  dominion*  in 
which  the  sons  of  God,  the  kings,  and 
priests  of  heaven  and  earth,  and  of  the 
heaven  of  heavens,  and  all  their  retinue 
of  kingdoms  and  subjects,  will  find  ample 
room  for  boundless  increase  and  improve- 
ment, worlds  without  end.       Amen.

JOSEPH  SMITH,  a  Great  Man. 

Here  is  a  man  who  was  born  in  the 
stark  hills  of  Vermont ;  who  was  reared 
in  the  backwoods  of  New  York;  who 
never  looked  inside  a  college  or  high 
sehool  ,  who  lived  in  six  states,  nc  one  of 
which  would  own  him  curing  his  lifetime; 
who  spent  months  in  the  vile  prisons  <  i 
the  period;  who.  even  when  he  had  his 
freedom,  was  hounded  like  a  fugitive; 
who  was  covered  once  with  a  k;<.l  of  tar 
and  feathers,  and  left  lor  dead;  who  with 
his  following  was  driven  by  irate  neigh- 
bours from  New  York  to  Ohio,  from  Ohio 
to  Missouri,  from  Missouri  to  Illinois; 
and  who,  at  the  unripe  age  of  thirty-eight, 
was  shot  dead  by  a  mob  with  painted 
faces. 

"  Yet  this  man  became  mayor  of  the 
largest  town  in  Illinois  and  the  State's 
most  prominent  citizen,  the  commander 
of  the  largest  body  of  trained  soldiers  in 
the  nation  outside  the  Federal  army,  the 
founder  of  cities  and  of  a  university,  and 
aspired  to  become  President  of  the  United 
States. 

"  He  wrote  a  book  which  has  baffled 
the  literary  critics  for  a  hundred  years 
and  which  is  to-day  more  widely  iead 
than  any  other  volume  save  the  Bible. 

"  On  the  threshold  of  an  organizing 
age  he  established  the  most  nearly  per- 
fect social  mechanism  in  the  modern 
world,  and  developed  a  religious  philoso- 
phy that  challenges  anything  of  the  kind 
in  history,  for  completeness  and  cohesion. 
And  he  set  up  the  machinery  for  an 
economic  system  that  would  take  the 
brood  of  fears  out  of  the  heart  of  man — 
the  fear  of  want  through  sickness,  old 
age,   unemployment,   and  povert}. 

"  In  thirtv  nations  there  are  men  and 
women  who  look  upon  him  as  a  greater 
leader  than  Moses  and  a  greater  prophet 
than  Isaiah ;  his  disciples  now  number 
close  to  a  million  ;  and  alreadv  a  granite 
shaft  pierces  the  sky  over  the  place  where 
he  was  born,  and  another  is  in  course 
of  erection  over  the  place  where  he  re- 
ceived the   inspiration   for  his   Book."

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Joseph    Smith    as    Candidate   for 
U.S.  Presidency. 

Despite  the  persecutions  which  were 
meted  out  to  the  saints  and  the  threat 
upon  the  life  of  their  Prophet  J-oseph 
Smith  he  nevertheless  decided  in  the 
spring  of  1843  to  accede  to  the  wishes  ot 
his  loyal  friends  and  allow  his  name  to  he 
put  forward  as  a  candidate  for  the  office 
of  President  of  the  United  States.  His 
people  held  the  balance  of  power  in  Illi- 
nois because  of  their  numbers  and  unity 
on  fundamental  issues,  such  as  slavery. 
That  and  their  unpopular  religion,  to- 
gether with  their  anti-slavery  sympathies, 
made  them  hated  and  feared  by  their 
rough  southern  neighours.  Letters  had 
been  addressed  by  the  Prophet  to  the 
various  Presidential  candidates  with 
especial  reference  to  his  people's  perse- 
cuted condition.  None  responded  with 
any  assurances  of  protection.  Hence 
the  people  of  Nauvoo  decided  to  put  up 
their  own  candidate. 

When  the  Prophet  consented  to  accept 
the  nomination  he  prepared  his  platform. 
It  is  one  of  the  most  statesmanlike  docu- 
ments ever  propounded.  The  principles 
of  justice  to  black  man  and  white  man, 
of  economy,  of  philanthropy  and  of  loyal- 
ty to  the  government  are  far  ahead  of  his 
time.  Briefly,  they  were  :  Slavery  should 
be  abolished,  slave-holders  to  be  paid  for 
their  slaves  bv  the  genei  al  government ; 
money  for  this  purpose  to  be  raised  by 
the  sale  of  public  lands  ;  the  abolition  of 
imprisonment  for  debt  and  for  all  other 
crimes  save  murder ;  work  on  public 
improvements  to  be  made  the  penalty  for 
all  other  law-breakers ;  penitentiaries  to 
be  turned  into  seminaries  of  learning  ;  in- 
vestment of  power  in  the  President  of  the 
United  States  to  suppress  mobs ;  the 
extension  of  the  United  States,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Red  man,  from  sea  to  sea ; 
the  annexation  of  Texas,  all  of  California 
and  Oregon,  which  was  then  Mexican 
territory,  with  other  districts,  when  they 
should  ask  for  annexation  into  the  United 
States.  These  were  the  outstanding 
points,  yet  other  excellent  ones  there 
were. 

It  was  this  document  and  the  accom- 
panying political  propaganda  which 
formed   the   chief   mission   laid   upon   the 


majority  of  the  Twelve  Apostles  and  many 
of  the  leading  Elders  who  were  to  be  sent 
forth  to  cover  the  Eastern  States  in  their 
travels.  Brigham  Young  and  Heber  C. 
Kimball  left  Nauvoo  in  May,  1844.  This 
political  trip  was  rather  unusual  for  Brig- 
ham  Young,  yet  he  combined  the  preach- 
ing of  the  Gospel  SO'  ardently  with  the 
candidacy  of  the  Prophet  that  every  link 
in  the  chain  was  welded  close.  For  so 
did  the  matter  appear  to  him.  No  man 
need  hearken,  unless  he  desired,  and  no 
candidate  would  so  nobly  offer  complete 
religious  and  political  freedom  as  his 
candidate,   if  elected. 

He  held  meetings  in  St.  Louis,  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  Kirtland,  where  he  found 
the  people  unsympathetic  and  lukewarm. 
At  last  he  reached  Boston  where  he  and 
Wilford  Woodruff  heard  the  terrible  news 
that  the  Prophet  and  his  brother  Hyrum 
had  been  assassinated  in  Carthago  Jail. 

LINCOLN. 

An  important  man  left  the  White 
House  in  Washington  one  day  for  the 
war  office,  with  a  letter  from  the  Presi- 
dent to  the  Secretary  of  War.  In  a 
very  few  minutes  he  was  back  again, 
bursting  with  indignation.  The  Presi- 
dent looked  up  in  mild  surprise.  "  Did 
vou  give  the  message  to  Stanton?"  he 
asked.  The  other  man  nodded,  too  angry 
for  words.  "  What  did  he  do?  "  "He 
tore  it  up."  exclaimed  the  outraged  citi- 
zen, '  and  what's  more,  sir,  he  said, 
you   are  a  fool." 

The  President  rose  slowly  from  his 
desk,  st-etching  his  long  frame  to  its 
full  height,  and  regarding  the  wrath  cf 
the  other  with  a  quizzical  glance,  said, 
'•  Did  Stanton  call  me  that?"  "  He 
did,  sir,  and  repeated  it."  "  Well," 

said  the  President,  with  a  dry  laugh,  "  I 
reckon  it  must  be  true,  because  Stanton 
is   generally    right." 

The  angrv  gentleman  waited  for  the 
storm  to  break,  but  nothing  happened. 
Abraham  Lincoln  turned  quietly  to  his 
desk  and  went  on  with  his  work.

In  an  address  put  forth  to  the  world, 
a  few  years  ago,  by  the  Presidency  ol  the 
Church,  are  round  these  words:  "  Mor- 
monism is  in  the  world  for  the  world's 
good."  We  believe  that  is  a  true  staie- 
ment.  If  it  be  true  that  the  world  jS 
better  for  having  a  good  man  living  in 
it,  then  it  must  also  be  true  that  th? 
world  is  better  for  having  multitudes  o! 
good  men  living  in  it  Mormonism  Ii-jS 
made  better  men  out  of  multitudes  ol 
already  good  men,  and  has  even  made 
good  men  out  of  bad  men  ;  but  in  all  the 
history  of  the  Church  it  has  never  made 
a  bad  man  out  of  a  good  one,  nor  has 
it  ever  made  men  worse  than  they  were 
before   Mormonism   found   them 

Notwithstanding  this,  Mormonism  has 
met  with  a  very  persistent  and  bitter  oppo- 
sition from  our  so-called  Christian 
friends.  It  can  not  be  claimed,  iri 
truth,  that  we  are  not  a  sincere  people, 
for  insincerity  has  never  produced  and 
never  can  produce  that  which  the  Latter- 
day  Saints  have  brought  forth,  mani- 
fested in  part  by  their  strength  and  power 
in  the  world.  They  cannot  be  accused 
of  impiety,  because  they  have  manifested 
a  devotion  to  God,  and  have  kept  His 
commandments,  so  far  as  .  the)'  under- 
stood them,  from  the  beginning.  It  can- 
not be  successfully  maintained  that  we 
love  ignorance  and  are  a  degraded  people, 
because  we  present  to  the  world  an 
example  of  intelligence,  and  among  our 
people  is  found  a  spirit  that  yearns  for 
knowledge    and   education.  It    cannot 

be  said  in  truth  that  the  Latter-day  Saints 
are  indolent,  because,  wherever  they 
dwell,  by  their  industry  and  their  intelli- 
gent enterprise  they  have  redeemed 
deserts  and  made  them  blossom  and 
bloom  with  all  that  is  beautiful,  beneficial, 
and  for  the  happiness  of  man.  1  hey  have 
builded  cities,  towns,  and  villages,  and 
filled  the  land  with  orchards,  gardens, 
and  farms. 

The  Latter-day  Saints  have  been  mis- 
represented   with    respect   to    their    home 


lives,  yet  nowhere  in  the  worid  can  a 
people  be  round  who  leve  home  more, 
who  nave  builded  more  homes  in  propor- 
tion to  their  numbers,  o:  who  love  their 
lamilies  more.  We  venerate  the  aged; 
we  are  always  ready  and  anxious  to  help 
the  weak,  and  never  has  the  cry  of  the 
widow  or  the  orpnan  .tseended  unto  God 
against  us.  In  our  midst  there  can  be 
found  no  poo."  to  whose  petition  the 
Church    has    turned    a    deaf    tar.  Our 

religion    is    not    a    theory ;    it    is    a    fact 
Ours   is   not    a    mere   confession   of    faith, 
it   is   a   great   profession    with    a    splend:d 
practice.  Ours   is   not   a    laith   that    is 

dead,  being  alone;  but  a  live,  active  faith, 
closely  associated  with  a  conscientious 
performance   of  good   works. 

We  have  not  hung  our  hope  of  salva- 
vion  upon  a  single  peg,  nor  do  we  rely 
for  our  salvation  upon  one  word  of 
scripture.  We  believe  not  only  the  Bible, 
as  a  compilation  of  sacred  books,  but  we 
believe  also  in  the  very  contents  of  these 
books;  and  therein  we  differ  greatly  from 
our  Christian  neighbours.  'I  iiose  pas- 
sages of  scripture  upon  which  they  seem 
to  relv  most  for  their  hope  and  salvation 
are:  "  Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  thou  shalt  be  saved,"  "  God  so  love 
the  world  that  He  gave  His  only  begotten 
Son,  that  whosoever  should  believe  on 
Him  should  no1  perish  but  have  everlast- 
ing life."  These  passages  have  formed 
a  iDasis  for  most  of  the  arguments  that 
I  have  heard  put  forth  by  sectarian 
preachers,  in  their  supposed  defence  of 
the  Gospel  of  Christ.  Now,  we  challenge 
the  Christian  world  to  believe  in  these 
passages  of  scripture  more  honestly  or 
earnestlv  than  we  do,  but  We  have  not 
entirely  hung  our  hope  of  salvation  upon 
them.  We  believe  with  equal  earnest- 
ness in  that  other  scripture  containing 
these  words  of  Christ:  "  Whosoever 
breakelh  one  of  these  least  command- 
ments, and  teacheth  men  so,  shall  be 
counted  the  least  in  the  kingdom 
of  heaven;  but  whosoever  shall  do 
and  tench  them  the  same  shall  be 
counted  great  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  ' 
We  also  believe  in  the  scripture  that  says  : 
"  He  that  heareth  these  sayings  of  mine, 
and  doeth  them,  I  will  liken  him  unto  a 
wise  man,  which  built  his  house  upon  a 
rock.

We  believe  that 
men  must  be  baptized  by  one  wiio  ho'ds 
Divine  authority,  and  by  immersion  Tor 
the  remission  of  their  sins,  in  order  th  it 
their  sins  may  be  washed  away  and  they 
become  clean  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord. 
We  believe  that  men  can  only  know  Llie 
true  and  living  God,  and  Jesus  Christ 
whom  He  sent  into  the  world,  by  the 
power  and  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  We 
believe  that  no  man  can  receive  that 
power  and  that  gift  except  through  faith, 
repentance,  and  baptism  by  immersion 
for  the  remission  of  sins.

THE    SPIRIT    WORLD— PARADISE 
AND   HADES. 

By  Dr.  E.  Tahnage. 

It  is  a  common  practice  to  designate 
the  place,  the  time,  or  the  state  of  exist- 
ence iollowing  death  as  "  the  here- 
after "  ;  indeed,  that  term  is  defined  by 
lexicographers  as  the  future  life.  The 
application  is  a  broad  one,  too  broad  to 
be  regarded  as  descriptive  except  in  the 
matter  of  sequence. 

Nevertheless,  the  expression  is  a  con- 
venient one,  and  is  practically  synonymous 
with  the  poet's  phrase  "  the  great  un- 
known," Its  usage  is  a  confession  of 
uncertainty  or  ignorance  of  what  awaits 
us  beyond  ;  and  as  to  duration  it  embraces 
eternity,  without  divisions  or  periods 
either  as  to  condition  or  time!  Holy 
Scripture  is  more  definite,  and  like  Paul's 
commanding  call,  on  Mars'  Hill,  to  the 
worshippers  of  "  the  unknown  God," 
summons  us  to  hear  and  learn  the  truth. 

The  world  of  the  disembodied  was 
known  to  the  Hebrews  as  "  Sheol  "  and 
to  the  Greeks  as  "  Hades  "  ;  and  these 
terms,  meaning  "  the  unseen  or  unknown 
world,"  are  translated  "  Hell  "  in  our 
version  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament 
respectwely.  In  a  few  New  Testament 
passages  referring  to  the  state  of  the 
damned,  "  Gehenna"  is  the  original  of 
the  term  "  Hell." 

"  Paiadise  "  first  appears  in  the  Bible 
in  the  Saviour's  utterance  from  the  cross 
promising  the  penitent  thief  a  place  there 
(Luke  23  :  43)  ;  and  the  word  occurs  sub- 
sequentlv  but  twice.  Paradise  is  dis- 
tinctly the  abode  of  the  righteous  during 
their  period  of  disembodiment,  and  is  in 
contrast  with  the  "  prison  "  tenanted  by 
disobedient  spirits.        (1  Peter  3    :  19,  20.) 

The  several  places  or  states  mentioned 
above  have  reference  to  the  existence  of 
disembodied  spirits,  and  therefore  em- 
brace only  that  period  of  the  hereafter 
between  death  and  resurrection.  Beyond 
the  spirit  world,  with  its  Paradise  and  'ts 
prison,  lies  the  eternity  of  the  resurrected 
state,  in  which  men  shall  endure,  with 
spirits  and  bodies  reunited,  redeemed 
from  the  thraldom  of  death,  and,  accord- 
ing to  the  record  of  their  mortal  lives, 
saved  or  condemned. 
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The  hereafter,  therefore,  comprises 
severally  the  disembodied  and  the  re- 
embodied  existences  of  the  individual ; 
and  these  must  be  distinctly  segregated 
in  any  rational  conception  of  ihe  future 
life  based  on  Scripture.  Read  the  testi- 
mony of  the  prophet  Alma.  .  (Book  of 
Mormon,  Alma  40    :  11-14.) 

It  is  evident  that  the  final  judgment  ot 
mankind  is  to  be  reserved  until  after  the 
resurrection;  while  in  another  sense  judg- 
ment is  manifest  in  the  segregation  of 
the  disembodied,  for  in  the  intermedi- 
ate state  like  will  seek  like,  the  clean  and 
good  finding-  companionship  with  their 
kind,  and  the  wicked  congregating 
through  the  natural  attraction  of  evil  for 
evil. 

The  essential  features  of  the  inter- 
mediate state  are  dedueible  from  the 
Lord's  parable  of  the  rich  man  and 
Lazarus.  Read  Luke  16  :  19-31.  While 
it  would  be  critically  unfair  to  affirm  doc- 
trinal principles  on  the  incidents  of  •  an 
ordinary  story,  we  cannot  admit  that 
Christ  would  teach  falsely  even  in  para- 
ble ;  and  therefore  we  accept  as  true  our 
Lord's  portrayal  of  conditions  in  the 
spirit  world.  That  righteous  and  un- 
righteous dwell  apart  between  death  and 
resurrection    is    made   clear.  Paradise, 

or,  as  the  Jews  like  to  designate  that 
blessed  abode,  "  Abraham's  bosom,"  is 
not  the  place  of  final  glory,  any  more 
than  the  hell  to  which  the  rich  man's 
spirit  went  is  the  final  habitation  of  the 
lost.  Between      the      two,      however, 

"  there  is  a  great  gulf  fixed."  To  that 
intermediate  state  of  existence  "  men's 
works  do  follow  them  "  (Rev.  14  :  13); 
and  the  dead  shall  find  that  in  their  bodi- 
less state  their  condition  is  that  for  which 
they  have  prepared  themselves  while  in 
the  flesh.

v.   2,   p.   71.

Jews'  Description  of

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The  Place  of  Joseph  Smith. 

By  Dr.  John  A.  Widtsoe. 

Section  135  of  the  Book  of  Doctrine 
and  Covenants,  an  account  of  the  martyr- 
dom of  Joseph  and  Hyrum  Smith,  makes 
the  statement  that — 

Joseph  Smith,  the  Prophet  and  Seer  of  ohe 
Lord,  has  done  more,  save  Jesus  only,  for 
the  salvation  of  men  in  this  world,  than  any 
other  man   who  ever  lived  in   it. 

That  means,  in  other  words,  that 
Joseph  Smith  has  done  more  on  earth 
to  make  salvation  available  or  possible  to 
all   men   than   has   any   other   man. 

The  truth  of  this  declaration  lies  in  the 
nature  of  Joseph  Smith's  earthly  mission 
or  stewardship,  rather  than  in  his  per- 
formance of  it.  Joseph  Smith  was  com- 
missioned to  establish  the  Church  and 
Kingdom  on  earth  for  the  last  time, 
never  to  be  thrown  down  again.  He  was 
given  authority  to  exercise  every  power 
granted  throughout  the  world's  history 
by  the  Lord  for  the  salvation  of  mankind. 
He  was  directed  to  bring  together  the 
many  Gospel  principles  that  had  been  re- 
vealed throughout  the  ages,  and  to  set 
them  in  their  proper  places  in  the  great 
plan  of  salvation,  for  the  benefit  of  man. 
To  him  was  given  the  power  to  officiate 
for  the  dead  as  well  as  for  the  living, 
thus  making  it  possible  for  the  repentant 
dead — all  men — to  enter  into  the  glory  of 
the  Lord.  The  visions  of  heaven  were 
opened  before  him  and  things  not  shown 
since  before  the  foundations  of  the  earth 
were  laid,  were  revealed  to  him.  He 
was  made  the  last  great  restorer,  for  all 
the  world  of  Gospel  knowledge  and  autho- 
rity ;  and  he  was  placed  at  the  head  of 
the  dispensation  of  the  fullness  of  times. 
He  was  the  preparer  for  the  second  com- 
ing of  the   Lord. 

No  prophet  of  former  days  had  been 
placed  under  such  wide  authority  and 
responsibility.  Each  of  the  ancient  pro- 
phets had  been  given  his  task  ;  but  to  the 
latter-day  prophet  was  given  the  duty  of 
restoring  all  past  gifts,  for  the  latter-day 
purposes  of  the  Lord.  Consequently, 
the  mission  of  the  latter-day  prophet  is 
greater  than  that  placed  upon  any  of  the 
former-day   prophets. 

The  missions  of  men  differ  widely. 
Some  are  called  to  serve  in  the  morning, 


others  in  the  evening  of  time ;  some  to 
humble,  others  to  mighty  labours.  The 
man  who  fills  his  mission,  high  or  hum- 
ble, whatever  it  may  be,  to  the  best  of  his 
ability,  is  acceptable  and  will  receive  the 
Lord's  approval  and  the  welcomed 
greeting,    "Well  done." 

Joseph  Smith  acquitted  himself  nobly 
Of  his  early  mission.  He  laid  down  his 
life  for  the  cause  of  human  salvation.  He 
will  find  his  place  with  the  foremost  of 
the  sons  of  heaven. 

The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  has  pictured 
briefly  the  events  of  the  coming  day. 
When  the  earth  work  is  finished,  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Mediator  between  God  and 
man,  the  Redeemer  of  man,  and  the  per- 
sonage to  whom  the  concerns  of  earth, 
from  first  to  last,  have  been  committed, 
will  present  the  earth's  inhabitants,  and 
the  results  of  man's  sojourn  on  earth,  to 
the  Falher,  the  God  of  Heaven,  for  His 
approval  and  blessing.

tions. In  that  mighty  company,  as  one 
who  magnified  his  mission  and  was 
willing  to  serve  with  his  might,  will 
stand   Joseph    Smith.

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EDITORIAL. 

Summary  of   Ecclesiastical 
History. 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  was  nicely 
established  on   the  earth  by   Him  during 
His  ministry   near  the   meridian   of  time. 
After  His  death  the  Apostles  and  leaders 
carried  on  the  work  the  best  they  could. 
However,    they   with   all   other   Christians 
were   fearfully   persecuted,    and   for   years 
afterwards  those  who  would  not  deny  and 
forsake    the    beautiful    and    simple    teach- 
ings of  Christ  were  killed  and  martyred, 
until     all    of    Christ's    true     and    faithful 
followers  were  destroyed.    However,  there 
remained  the  apostates  or  deserters  who 
left   the    Church,    in    order    to    save    their 
lives  and  to  gratify  selfish  desires,  which 
they    could    not    do    and    remain    in    the 
Church.       Thus  they  divested  themselves 
of    any    worthy    claim    to   membership    in 
Christ's  Church  or  to  the  right  to  exercise 
any    authority    therein.         However,    they 
later  coloured  and  changed  and  distorted 
the  plain  teachings  of  Christ   to   suit  the 
clamour  of  the  civil  powers  and  the  teach- 
ings were  dictated  by  those  in  the  high 
seats  of  governments.     A  faded,  changed, 
lifeless  and  powerless  form  of  the  Church 
was  then   hoisted   before   the   eyes  of   the 
people,     but    it    was    a    crude    imitation. 
Through   sword  and  military  force  whole 
nations   were   made    to   follow    after   this 
divineless        and        authority-less       form. 
Generations   afterwards   people   forgot   its 
true  origin   and  history   and   believed   de- 
votedly  that    it   was   the   true    Church    of 
Jesus   Christ. 

This  earthly  power  held  the  minds  of 
men  bound  for  ages.  There  had  become 
a  general  departure  from  the  simple  and 
sublime  teachings  of  the  Saviour,  to  man- 
made  rules  and  laws.  These  rules  and 
laws  bound  adherents  to  compelled  obedi- 
ence, because  they  had  no  apparent 
power,  nor  visible  right  to  learn  different- 
ly and  to  know  of  the  free  and  plain  and 
simple  laws  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Finally,  men  arose  in  rebellion  and 
advocated  that  all  men  should  be  free  to 
read    and    think    for    themselves    and    to 


choose  for  themselves  what  they  would 
be  and  do.  Free  agency  for  man  dur- 
ing these  dark  days  was  in  travail  and 
was  about  to  be  delivered.  Even  the 
age-old  and  abominable  practice  that  a 
crying  infant  should  be  forced  to  become 
a  member  of  a  Church,  without  the 
exercise  of  its  own  will  and  volition, 
through  sprinkling  a  bit  of  v\  ater  on  it 
as  a  baptism  was  questioned.  Freedom 
from  close  fetters  of  the  past  gradually 
fell  from  the  people  and  force  to  worship 
as  dictated  by  governments  controlled  by 
clergy  was  largely  abandoned.  The 
minds  of  men  broadened  and  true  reason 
and  fact  slowly  displaced  error,  rule  and 
theory. 

A  cradle  was  prepared  for  the  birth  of 
new  revelation  from  God,  due  to  the 
forced  change  of  opinions  of  rulers  and 
the  discovery  of  the  land  of  America. 
There,  where  the  laws  permitted  more 
latitude  and  were  not  confined  so  much 
to  precedent,  legislatures  granted  more 
liberty  of  thought.  Under  such  a  condi- 
tion a  home  for  the  birth  of  new  revela- 
tion from  God  could  be  established.  It 
could  be  protected  from  the  ravages  of 
the  adversary.  Hence  in  1820,  in  answer 
to  earnest  prayer,  the  young  man  Joseph 
Smith  received  the  astonishing  but  real 
vision  of  God  the  Father  and  His  Son 
Jesus  Christ.  The  latter  announced  to 
him  that  he  should  not  join  an}  of  the 
Churches  of  men  extant  in  the  world  but 
that  through  him  as  an  instrument  in 
their  hands  the  fullness  of  the  gospel  ol 
Jesus  Christ  as  it  existed  while  He 
ministered  personally  on  the  earth  would 
be  re-established;  that  all  things  which 
ever  had  been  spoken  by  all  the  holy 
prophets  since  the  world  began  would  be 
restored  to  the  earth  ;  that  this  was  the 
fullness  of  time  and  that  the  hour  of 
God's    judgment    had   come.  In    later 

vears  he  received  specific  and  divine 
authority  from  God,  through  special!}' 
appointed  prophets  who  held  such  autho- 
rity and  who  came  to  him  from  holy 
realms  and  under  the  direction  oi  J-rsus 
Christ.  With  this  authority  and  guid- 
ance he  organized  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ.  This  Church  is  the  same  one 
that  was  in  existence  at  the  time  Christ 
established  it  when  He  first  ministered 
personally  to  mankind.     It  did  not  remain 
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on  the  earth  during  the  dark  ages, 
because  men  would  not  tolerate  it.  They 
desired  to  have  their  own  way,  in  the 
face    of    God's    way.  Therefore,    the 

Church  had  to  be  re-established  on  the 
earth  before  the  second  coming  of  the 
Master.  First,  because  it  was  not  on 
the  earth.  Secondly,  because  it  was 
propheeied  that  it  would  be  re-established 
on  the  earth.  Thirdly,  that  the  Gospel 
of  the  Kingdom  could  go  to  all  nations, 
kindreds,  tongues  and  people  before  the 
end  should  come.  Fourthly,  that  the 
ways  of  Satan  could  be  brought  to  nougnt 
and  that  he  be  bound  by  the  righteous- 
ness of  mankind  on  earth. 

Consequently,  what  is  known  as  the 
Mormon  Church,  is  in  truth  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ.  Its  adherents  are  the 
Latter-day  Saints  of  that  Church,  just 
like  its  adherents  at  the  time  of  Christ 
were  its  Former-day  Saints.  It  is  not 
a  part  nor  parcel  of  any  one  of  the  hun- 
dreds of  churches  in  existence  to-day.  It 
does  not  branch  from  any  of  them  in  any 
way.  It   is  the  first   Church   of  Jesus 

Christ,  re-established  on  the  earth  again, 
with  all  its  powers,  rights,  gifts,  keys 
and  blessings. — D.

Some  time  ago,  we  were  called  to 
administer  to  a  son  of  one  of  our  Hilver- 
sum  Saints,  who  was  in  the  Wilhemina 
Gasthuis  in  Amsterdam.  He  had  been 
bothered  for  a  number  of  years  with  an 
ailment  of  the  brain,  and  it  was  decided 
by  the  doctors  that  a  surgical  operation 
was  necessary.  After  the  operation  had 
been  started,  the  patient's  heart  became 
so  weak  that  it  was  impossible  to  pro- 
ceed further.  So  the  holes  which  had 
been  bored  into  the  little  fellow's  head 
were  bandaged  up,  and  he  was  left  to 
regain  his  strength,  which  was  so  neces- 
sary to  successfully  complete  the  opera- 
tion. 

At  this  point  we  administered  to  him, 
and  immediately  it  was  noticed  that  a 
more  powerful  agency  than  that  of 
surgeon  was  "  operating  "  on  him.  In 
the  evening  of  the  same  day  the  doctors, 
upon  investigating  his  condition,  declared 
him  entirely  healed  and  stated  that  a 
further  operation  would  not  be  neces- 
sary. He  left  the  hospital  without 
undergoing  any  further  surgical  treat- 
ment. 

This  incident  certainly  did  strengthen 
our  faith  in  the  healing  power  of  the 
Great  Physician.  This  family,  as  ran 
readily  be  understood,  felt  verv  much 
encouraged,  and  we  relate  this  incident 
in  the  hope  that  it  will  prove  faith-pro- 
moting to  others.
